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SUBJECT: ROK DIALOGUE WITH CONGRESS ON ACCESS TO 
KIM DONG- JO 

1 . TIME IS NOW RAPIDLY RUNNING OUT EOR THE ROK TO PURSUE 
A CONSTRUCTIVE DIALOGUE WITH JAWORSKI AND SENATOR 
STEVENSON ON THE QUESTION OE ETHICS COMMITTEE ACCESS TO 
KIM DONG- JO. WE HAD HOPED THAT THIS STALLED DIALOGUE WOULD 
HAVE BEEN RENEWED BY THIS TIME. JAWORSKI HAD INDICATED 

HIS WILLINGNESS TO MEET WITH AMBASSADOR KIM YONG-SHIK 
THROUGH THURSDAY, APRIL 20. EURTHERMORE, THE SENATE 
ETHICS COMMITTEE IS MEETING IN CLOSED SESSION APRIL 20 
AND SENATOR STEVENSON HAD ALSO SPECIEICALLY ASKED TO MEET 
WITH KIM PRIOR TO THAT TIME. 

2. ROK EMBASSY INEORMS US THAT INSTRUCTIONS EROM SEOUL 
STILL TIE AMBASSADOR'S HANDS, DESPITE STEADY FLOW OF 
CABLES EROM THE EMBASSY HERE TO ROKG EXPRESSING GRAVE 
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CONCERN THAT THE AMBASSADOR'S NORMAL CONTACTS AND DIALOGUE 
WERE BEING "FROZEN." 

3. WE HAVE POINTED OUT THAT THE UNWILLINGNESS EVEN TO 
INDICATE TO SENIOR LEGISLATIVE OEEICIALS WHEN THEY WOULD 
RECEIVE A RESPONSE TO THEIR REQUEST TO TALK WITH 
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THE AMBASSADOR WAS AN INCREASINGLY UNTENABLE POSITION AND 
ONE WHICH COULD LEAVE VERY NEGATIVE OVERTONES FOR THE 
FUTURE IN THE MINDS OF THOSE INVOLVED. BOTH STEVENSON 
AND JAWORSKI HAD PERSONALLY REQUESTED TO TALK WITH 
AMBASSADOR KIM, EVEN BEFORE THE AMBASSADOR RETURNED FROM 
SEOUL. KIM HAS NOW BEEN IN WASHINGTON EXACTLY TWO 
WEEKS WITHOUT ANY APPOINTMENT HAVING BEEN MADE WITH 
EITHER MAN. IN ADDITION, SPEAKER O'NEILL HAS ASKED THE 
AMBASSADOR IN WRITING TO DISCUSS THIS MATTER WITH 
JAWORSKI. 

4. ANYTHING YOU CAN DO THERE TO UNLIMBER THE ROKG 
INSTRUCTIONS TO THE AMBASSADOR WILL BE MOST HELPFUL. KIM 
CLAIMS THE FOREIGN MINISTER IS THE PRINCIPAL OBSTACLE. 

YOU MAY STRESS THAT AT NO TIME HAVE WE PRESSED THE ROKG 
REGARDING THEIR SUBSTANTIVE POSITION ON THE QUESTION OF 
ACCESS TO KIM DONG- JO. HOWEVER, FOR THE KOREAN AMBASSADOR 
TO REMAIN UNRESPONSIVE TO DIRECT REQUESTS BY SENIOR U.S. 
LEGISLATIVE OFFICIALS EVEN TO MEET WITH THEM CAN BE MOST 
DAMAGING. 

5. IF YOU SENSE ANY HINT THAT THERE ARE SOME WHO BELIEVE 
DELAY WILL PLAY INTO ROKG HOPES THAT THE USG WILL CHANGE 
OR AMEND ITS TROOP WITHDRAWAL PLANS, YOU SHOULD MAKE IT 
UNMISTAKEABLY CLEAR THAT WHAT IS AT STAKE IN RESTORING 
THE COOPERATION AND CONFIDENCE OF THE CONGRESS IS FAR 
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MORE THAN THE FATE OF ANY ONE PIECE OF LEGISLATION. 

IN ADDITION TO THE ARMS TRANSFER REQUEST WE ALSO HAVE 
FMS CREDIT AND PL-480 REQUESTS FOR KOREA BEFORE THE 
CONGRESS AND CONSTANT OVERSIGHT ON SUCH CONTINUING 
MATTERS AS EX-IM LOANS AND CASH ARMS SALES, NOT TO 
MENTION THE UNDERLYING AND FUNDAMENTAL IMPORTANCE OF 
CONGRESSIONAL SUPPORT FOR ROK SECURITY. CHRISTOPHER 
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
